tlonal authority to insure an adequate 
supply of coal for the commonwealth 
during the coming winter. 
He also 


asked for a sufficient appropriation to 
enable him to carry out his aims, 


Hopes Crisis Han Passed 


Following is the message sent to 


the legislature yesterday: 
"To the Honorable Senate and House 
of Representatives: 
"The commonwealth has been anc 
now is passing- through a trying- ex 
periencc by reason of the inability of 
its people to obtain a sufficient supply 
of fuel to provide the necessary power 
for their Industries and the necessary 
heat for their homes. They have al- 
ready suffered in industry, and whal 
is more, many of them have suffered 
in their health. It Is hoped that the 
crisis has passed. 
"We are informed that the shortage 
In the commonwealth has not whollv 
resulted'from the shortage of coal 
the mines. On the contrary, we are 
assured by those in authority that the 
amount of coal, 
both anthracite and 
bituminous, mined during 
the 
past 
year in this country, has been much 


_ excess of that mined 
during- 
the 
preceding year. Various causes of the 
shortage of fuel in this commonwealth 
have been suggested, among- which are 
the failure of our coal dealers to pro- 
cure in the spring and summer months 
coal in sufficient 
quantities, an in- 
Teased consumption, the shortage of 
tugs used in towing-, caused in no small 
part by the taking of such tugs by 
.he national government, and the in- 
ability of the railroads to handle the 
ncreased traffic imposed upon them. 


"Uust Prevent Recurrence 


"But 
whatever the cause, the condi- 
tion which has resulted has been so 
icutc and serious that It is the plain 
duty of the 
representatives 
of 
the 
people of the 
commonwealth to 
do 
everything in their power to prevent 
a further continuance or recurrence of 
this situation, 
so far aa it can 
be 
done without infringing- upon the legi- 
timate powers of the national govern- 
ment or interfereing in any way with 
the vigorous and .successful prosecu- 
tion of the war. 
"The economic life and welfare of 
the people of the commonwealth de- 
pends upon the 
maintenance of 
our 
industries to a. larger extent than 
is 
the case in most of our slater states. 
Massachusetts is essentially a manu- 
facturing state, and 
any thins; which 
affects injuriously her industries con- 
cerns the welfare of all her people. 


"The 
national government is doing 
what it can to facilitate the distribu- 
tion of coal to New Knpland, in com- 
mon with the 
other 
States of 
the 
union, 
but 
the 
peculiar 
condition 
which exists here In Massachusetts is 
better known to us than to the gov- 
ernment in Washington. We should at 
least show a disposition to help our- 
selves.

shock, not merely to men of Irish blood 
but to men of every race. The life 
just closed was one of varied activities, 
but not one of them seems to have 
been dominated by a thought of self.

Those who refused 
to stand on his platform will be among 
the sincerest mourners, it is no ex- 
aggeration to say that the world is 
dimmed by his death, but history will 
be enriched by the 
shining virtues 
which it must describe in recording 
the story of his life."

for 15 and 20 cents a bag. He said 
he brought the coal to Mrs. Foote in 
cement bags about once a day.

Juno orgtnated at practically tho same 
time of nlghL within hull' an hour after 
it had been vacated by occupants other 
thnn those of tho newspaper plant. 


People in the vicinity witnessed what 


appeared to be a pyrotochnical display 
for a number of minutes, coming1 from 
tho fourth Itoor, although it was not 
known there were any fireworks or ox- 
plosives' there.

Governor McCall sent to the general 


court yesterday a special message ask- 
ing that he be given authority to take 
such steps as may be necessary to se- 
cure an adequate supply~of. coal for -fttcturing state, and anything which 
n«xt year. In"-the message he said:— 


"The commonwealth has been and 


now is passing through a trying expe- 
rience by reason of the inability of its 
people to obtain a sufficient supply of 
fuel to provide the necessary power for 
their industries, and the necessary heat 
for their .homes. They have 
already 


Buffered In industry, and what IB more, 
many of them have suffered In their 
health. It is hoped that the crisis has 
passed. We are Informed that the 
shortage in the commonwealth has not 
wholly resulted from the shortage oi 
coal at tho mines. OH the contrary, 
we are assured by those in authority 
that tho amount of coal, both anthra- 
cite and bituminous, mined during the 
past year in this country 
has 
been 


much in excess of that mined during 
the preceding year. Various causes of 
the shortage of fuel in this common- 
wealth have been suggested, 
among 


which are the failure of our coal deal- 
ers to procure in the spring and sum- 
mer months coal in suflicient quanti- 
ties, an increased 
consumption, 
the 


shortage of tugs used 
in 
towing, 


caused in no small part by the taking 
of such tugs by the national govern- 
ment, and the inability of the railroads 
to handle the increased traffic imposed 
upon them. But whatever the cause, 
.he condition which has resulted has 
been so acute and serious that it is 
the plain duty of the representatives 
of the people of the commonwealth to 
do everything within their power to 
)revent a further continuance or re- 
currence of, this situation, so far as .it 
can be done without infringing upon 
he legislative powers of the national 
government or interfering in any way 
with the vigorous and successful pros- 
cution of the war. 
"The economic life and welfare of

Call is planning action to prevent an- 
other coal shortage in Massachusetts 
Believing- that the 
Bay State 
musl 


help herself more and depend less up- 
on Washington for 'relief in the coal 
situation, the governor yesterday af- 
ternoon sent a message to the legisla- 
ture asking: that 
lie be given 
addi- 


tional authority to insure an adequate 
| supply of coal for the commonwealth 
during- the coming winter. 
Ho also 


asked for a sufficient appropriation to 
enable him to carry out his aims. 


Hopes Crisis Has Passed 


Following; is the message sent to 


the legislature yesterday: 
"To the Ho'noriLble Senate and House 


of Representatives: 


"The commonwealth 
has been and 
now is passing- through a trying ex 
pericnce by reason of the inability of 
Its people to obtain a suflicifent supply 
of fuel to provide tho necessary power 
fo;r their industries and the necessary 
heat for their homes. 
They have al- 
ready suffered in Industry, and what 
Is more, many of them have suffered 
in their health. 
It is hoped that tho 
crisis has passed. 


"AVe are informed that tho shortage 
In thc common wealth lias not wholly 
resulted from the shortage of coal at 
the mines. 
On the contrary, we are 


assured by those hi authority that the 
amount of coal, 
both anthracite 
and 


bituminous, mined 
during 
the 
past 
year in this country, has been much 
in excess of that mined 
during- 
the 


preceding year. Various causes of the 
shortage of fuel in this commonwealth 
have been suggested, among' which arc 
tho failure of our coal dealers to pro- 
cure in the spring and summer months 
coal in sufficient 
quantities, 
an in- 


creased consumption, the shortage of 
tugs used in towing, caused in no small 
part by the' taking of such tugs by 
(he national g-overnment, and the in- 
ubility of the railroads to handle thc 
increased traffic imposed upon them.

DR. SMITH SAYS WET TOWEL IN 


HOUSE WILL 
SAVE 


COAL 


BOSTON, March 8.—"Save coal in 


your home by using plenty of water 
In connection with your heating," said 
Dr. R. Kendrick Smith of the Massa- 
chusetts committee of public safety, 
last evening, in an address on "Health 
Conservation in War Time," before the 
Freedom (N. H.) club of Boston, in the 
lower Unitarian hall, Highland avenue, 
Somerville. 


"A temperature of 62 or 64 degrees 


with high humidity will be as com- 
fortable In a house as a dry tempera- 
ture of 70," the speaker added. That 
is proved 
by the greater seeming 


warmth of a humid day in summer 
and by the greater comfort of a dry- 
hot day. 
a 


"Several tons of coal can be saved 


In a household every winter by hang- 
ing a Turkish towel behind some piece 
of furniture, with its lower end in a 
pan of water. As fast as the impro- 
vised wick consumes the water the 
pan should be refilled. This plan will 
prevent various troublesome nasal af- 
fections and perhaps pneumonia. Ev- 
ery house should have a hygrometer 
for recording humidity as well as a 


thermometer to indicate tha tempera 
ture. 


"The proper humidity for a good 


sized house in winter requires 10 gal 
Ions of water a day. Some furnace 
have no water tank, others use onb 
one or two quarts a day. Great evil 
are tha result."

tion. The shots were heard by Lieut. 


• Mulligan, who was on the desk at the 


time. Sergeant Morrissey was just 
leaving the door. He hurried In the 
direction of the sound. 


Beaching the side of the man on the 


walk, bystanders told Morrissey that 
the, man who had fired the shots ran 
up Boylston street toward Massachu- 
setts, avenue. Morrissey ran in this 
direction and lost several minutes be 
fore striking the right trail.

NEW YORK, March 8.—In com- 


menting on Ireland's bereavement, W. 
Bourke Cockran said: 
"The news of 


Mr. Redmond's death is a grievous 
shock, not merely to men of Irish blood 
but to men of every race. The lifo 
just closed was one of varied activities, 
but not one of them seems to have 
been dominated by a thought of self. 
Talents which would have won wealth 
and fame in the profession of which he 
was a member ho dedicated to the ser- 
vice of his country so exclusively that 
he died practically penniless, although 
immeasurably affluent In the affection- 
ate gratitude of his own nation and in 
the admiration of all Christendom; 


"The cause which he made his own 


provoked the most bitter opposition, 
but his uncompromising and unswerv- 
ing support of it never made a person- 
al enemy. Critics of his policies were 
among the most ardent admirers of his 
personal qualities. Those who refused 
to stand on his platform will be'among 
the slncerest mourners. It is no ex- 
aggeration to say. that the world is 
dimmed by hid death, but history will 
be enriched by the 
shining 
virtues 


which it must describe in recording 
the story of his life."

"Millions of hearts far and wide

ter and that he sold It to Mrs. Foote 
for 15 and 20 cents a bag. 
He said 


he brought the coal to Mrs. Foote in 
cement bags about .once a day. 
After 


the coal bin In the cellar had been 
filled he dumped the coal in a closet 
In the kitchen. 
He also said that he 


stole four boxes of chocolates out of 
the cars and sold them to Mrs. FootB 
for 80 cents. 
On another occasion he 


brought five towels to Mrs. Foote for 
which she paid him 50 cents. She also 
gave him 25 cents for a package of 
cookies and she told him that if he 
could get any shoes that she -would 
pay him for them. Witness said that 
Mrs. Foote knew that ho had stolen 
the coal and other articles from the 
railroad. 


On cross-examination, Reynolds said 


be.had been selling coal to Mrs, Footo 
for the past year. At first he told her 
that he got the coal off the tracks. 
He said that his reason for calling: at 
her house was because he heard that 
other boys had been selling- coal to 
her. 
He also said that at one time 


there was so much coal In the bins 
and closet that towards the last of it 
he dumped the coal on the floor. Ha 
said that there were a number of boys 


and took candy, towels and cookies 
from freight cars, and that three or 
four other boys, besides himself, had 
sold coal and other articles to Mrs. 
Foote. He added that Mrs. Foote was 
his only customer, but later he said 
that he sold Blanche M. Sylvester four 
boxes of candy for which she gave 
him 80 cents. He said he asked Blanche 
if she wanted to buy any candy and 
she said "yes" and asked how much 
he wanted. 
He said "SO cents" and 


she took the boxes and paid him the 
money. 
Ha did not tell her that he 


had stolen the candy. 


Later the witness corrected the tes- 


timony offered in direct examination 
by saying- that when he said he de- 
livered coal every day to Mrs. Foote 
that he meant every day during the 
winter, but on one occasion last sum- 
mer he brought her some coal. 


James Bond, aged 14 years, the next 


witness called, said he 
brought flve 


bags of coal and towels to Mrs. Foote 
and candy to Beatrice. He would get 


said, gave him $1 for five boxes 
of 


candy. He said that the towels which 
ha and Reynolds sold to Mrs. Foote 
were stolen out of a freight car In the 
rear of the Federal Shoe shop.

.h-io1 little to' fear, but after the czar 
was, deposed, Rumania was completely 
overrun and lost 200,000 of an army of 
1,000,000, the total population

£,000,000. Rumania has been a favor- 
ite place for the attacks of the German 
aenal craft, over 5000 persons having 
been killed in tliis way. 


The country overrun by Ocn. von 


ileckensen was looted and destroyed 
in the same way as the parts of France 
that fell under German sway. Heavy 
imposts were demanded from the con- 
quered people and 
finally Germany 


submitted an ultimatum setting a lirni; 
for peace negotiations with the alter- 
native of being practically wiped out 
by the ravages of war. The ministry 
resigned, but Germany persisted and 
finally forced a peace 
on her own 


terms. Rumania is to get a slice of 
Bessarabia, which belonged to Russia, 
iand Germany is to take the. rich prov- 
ince known as the Dobrud.sha fronting 
on the Black Sea at the mouth of the 
Danube.
